Now that tho primary Is over. Mrs. 
McCorralck's supporters have turned 
their attention toward the state con- 
ventions of the Republican and 
Democratic parties, which will be 
held In SpringOeld, April 18. On this 
occaolon Mrs. McCormIck will be pre- 
sented formally to the Republican 
party. Also the platform upon which 
she will run In November, will be 
presented for adoption.
